THREAT TO 100 
TOY FIRM JOBS 

U P TO 100 jobs are at risk after a 
Kidderminster toy company 
went into administration. 

Directors of Tube Plastics Ltd, better known 
as TP Activity Toys, have called in business 
recovery firm Geoffrey Martin despite a 
turnover of £12million this year. 

The administrators hope to sell the business — 
which has its headquarters in Zortech Avenue on the 
Kidderminster and Stourport border — as a going 
concern. 

They say “every effort” will be made to fulfil orders for 
Christmas - and has urged any customers awaiting deliv¬ 
eries to get in touch. The company has been making toys 
for children for more than 50 years and supplies trampo¬ 
lines and climbing frames to firms including Tesco, John 
Lewis and Early Learning Centre. 

Builder 

Managing director Chris Martyn-Smith said: “It is a 
very sad day, and the directors want to thank the many 
employees who have been such an important part of build¬ 
ing the business over the last 50 years.” 

A spokesman for Geoffrey Martin said the company’s 
financial difficulties stemmed from increasing overheads 
and its inability to carry out a refinancing. 

The announcement is the latest blow for the district, 
coming two months after the 200-year-old carpet company 
Brintons announced that 70 jobs would be going with the 
closure of its town centre site, while luxury boat builder 
Sealine issued plans to axe up to 37 jobs. 

Ward Councillor Jim Parish said today: “It is a real blow 
for the local economy with potentially another 100 jobs at 
risk. This is sad news because it means hardship for fami¬ 
lies. I hope a buyer can be found.” 

The administration does not include the Muddy Puddles 
subsidiary which supplies children’s outdoor clothing 
which the firm acquired in 2009.

We’ve dealt 
honestly on 
incinerator, 
say bosses 


BOSSES behind plans for a £120million incin¬ 
erator near Kidderminster say they have 
responded “openly and honestly” throughout a 
public inquiry into the proposals. 

Eight days of legal arguments into the controversial 
waste-burning plant in Hartlebury came to an end on 
Friday. A decision on the scheme is expected in February. 

Members of Worcestershire residents Against Incinera¬ 
tion and Landfill (Wail) have been campaigning against 
the plans. 

They argued that neither Mercia Waste Management, 
behind the proposals, nor Worcestershire County Council 
have looked at alternative methods. 

Mercia director John 
Plant said: “The public 
inquiry into our proposals to 
create an energy-from- 
waste facility at Hartlebury 
Trading Estate raised a 
number of questions, and 
has given local people an 
opportunity to raise con¬ 
cerns they have with the 
inspector. 

“We have openly and hon¬ 
estly responded to all these 
points including thorough 
cross-examination from 
Wail. 

“We believe we have 
shown the facility we are 
recommending is critical for 
the environmentally sus¬ 
tainable management of 
waste for the councils.” 

A verdict is expected from 
planning inspector Terrence 
Kemmann-Lane and Secre¬ 
tary of State for communi¬ 
ties Eric Pickles in 
February. 

Digestion 

Wail members also 
argued that methods 
including anaerobic diges¬ 
tion, where micro-organ¬ 
isms break down waste, 
would be better. 

The group also says the 
proposed development at 
Hartlebury Trading Estate 
will compromise nearby 
green belt land. 

After the hearing finished 
the campaign group said it 
felt the applicant had not 
demonstrated the very 
special circumstances 
needed for the proposal to go 
ahead. 

The incinerator would 
take in up to 200,000 tons of 
waste from Herefordshire 
and Worcestershire each 
year. 

It would create an esti¬ 
mated 5.5 megawatts of 
electricity - enough to 
power around 20,000 
homes. 


Disguise 
oil tanks 
- police 

POLICE are urging Wyre 
Forest residents to beat 
thieves - by camouflaging 
their oil tanks . 

Last year saw 176 thefts 
across the West Mercia 
Police beat as the price of oil 
soared. 

With the cost of fuel 
remaining high, the tanks 
may remain a target. 

Crime risk manager Pc 
Ian White said: “Hide your 
oil tank so you’re not a 
target for thieves in the first 
place. 

“If they can’t see it, then 
they won’t know it’s there. 

“Plant shrubs or install 
fences to conceal your tank 
from view — especially if you 
live close to the road. 

“If your property is more 
secluded, deter thieves from 
entering your property by 
installing lockable gates 
and maintaining any 
perimeter fencing. 

“Check your tank’s oil 
levels on a regular basis. Be 
extra vigilant of tankers or 
large vehicles close to your 
property. 

“Where possible, install 
security lighting that covers 
your tank and the immedi¬ 
ate surrounding area. If 
your tank is openly accessi¬ 
ble to all, consider moving it 
to an area or building where 
it is better protected.”

Castle’s campaigners 
to make new funds bid 


CAMPAIGNERS battling to save an historic 
castle in Hartlebury from closure have vowed 
to stay positive after a funds bid was rejected. 

Hartlebury Castle Preservation Trust hoped to 
secure £478,000 from the Heritage Lottery Fund as 
well as the chance to make a full application for 
£4.2million later on. 

But while Lottery bosses recognised the importance of 
the building they were unable to support the bid because 
of other applications. 

However, following a pivotal meeting of the trustees on 
November 30 they will look for a review of the asking price 
for the Grade I listed building with a view to submitting a 
new funding application. 

Trust chairwoman Alison Brimelow said a further 
meeting will take place before Christmas with the Her¬ 
itage Lottery Fund and church commissioners. 

“At the next meeting we 
hope to come to a mutually 
acceptable asking price to 
ensure the castle stays open 
for everyone in Worcester¬ 
shire and beyond,” she said. 

“The trustees considered 
how we reacted to the news 
and we now want to discuss 
our approach to securing 
the future of Hartlebury 
Castle, primarily address¬ 
ing the question of cost that 
is being asked for the house.

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Tragedy basin should have 
had rescue gear - coroner 


A CORONER has expressed concern that life-saving equipment was not 
in place at Stourport Canal Basin at the time a 12-year-old boy fell into 
the water and died. 

Robert Fidoe slipped into a lock while riding his bike over a narrow bridge at 
Stourport Canal Basin on June 3. The youngster, who was unable to swim, fran¬ 
tically tried to escape but disappeared beneath the water after a few minutes. 

Emergency services were able to lift him from the lock but it was too late to save his 
life, an inquest at Worcester Crown Court heard on December 1. 


Metal thieves 
are targeting 
the road signs 

DOZENS of road signs are being 
stolen by metal thieves wanting to 
sell them for scrap in Worcestershire, 
it has emerged. 

Around 40 signs have been taken during 
the past 10 months and are now being 
replaced by ones made out of fibreglass to 
deter raiders and prevent further thefts. 

Special labels are put on them to tell 
thieves they have no scrap value. 

It is the latest battle for highways teams 
in the county as criminals continue to 
remove manhole covers, putting motorists 
and pedestrians at risk. 

Visibility 

Since January 500 have vanished from 
roads including 110 in the past month. It 
costs the county council thousands of 
pounds to replace them and bosses say it is 
money that could be spent elsewhere. 

The soaring price of scrap metal has also 
been blamed for the rise in road sign 
thefts. Worcestershire County Council’s 
customer and community manager Jon 
Fraser said: “When we have a report of a 
missing sign we dispatch our team to 
replace it where possible with a fibreglass 
based sign, with a label clearly stating 
that the signs have no scrap value.” 

Residents are being encouraged to keep 
an eye out for people wearing high visibil¬ 
ity clothing turning up in vans and posing 
as maintenance workers, as they may be 
culprits. 


Worcestershire coroner Geraint Williams 
told the hearing no life rings or grabbing 
hooks had been in a “sufficiently close” loca¬ 
tion at the time. 

He was told by British Waterways’ head of 
safety Anthony Stammers that measures 
were now in place along with plans for 
handrails at the bridge. 

And he admitted that, in his opinion and 
with hindsight, some safety features should 
have been installed near to the bridge 
earlier. 

A verdict of accidental death was recorded 
and the medical cause of death confirmed as 
drowning. 

The hearing was told that Robert had 
been in Stourport with another boy. They 
had been to the arcade and then rode their 
bikes to the canal basin. 

Slipped 

Robert, of Low Heath Caravan Park, 
Watery Lane, Stourport, had insisted on 
riding his bike along the narrow bridge 
despite appeals from his friend to use a 
larger bridge nearby. 

He had passed the halfway point when he 
slipped and fell into the water. 

Mr Williams, reading a statement, said: 
“His friend did not know what to do. He con¬ 
sidered jumping into the water to help him 
but was not a strong swimmer himself.” 

Mr Stammers said life-saving equipment 
had been removed years ago due to problems 
with vandalism. 

He said risk assessments were carried out 
by staff and despite a photo of the bridge 
being taken there had been no request for 
measures. 

Mr Williams said: “I cannot understand 
why people would vandalise something 
which could save their own lives. I have 
heard from Mr Stammers and there is 
acceptance some equipment should have 
been in place.”

Motorists 
heading 
for shock 

HUNDREDS of Kiddermin¬ 
ster motorists could be 
heading for an unwanted 
Christmas present after 
being found to be driving on 
illegal tyres. 

HiQ, based in Comberton 
Hill, checked all 500 cars 
that were brought in during 
November and found that 
69 per cent of motorists 
were using tyres below the 
1.6mm minimum tread 
depth. 

Owner Chris Kisby said 
many drivers did not appre¬ 
ciate the importance of 
driving on reliable tyres — or 
the penalties associated 
with defective ones, includ¬ 
ing fines of up to £2,500 and 
penalty points to driving 
licences. 

“The number of illegal 
tyres we are coming across 
is staggering,” he said. “It 
would appear that tyres are 
the forgotten part of the 
vehicle in many motorists’ 
minds when in fact, it is the 
most important. 

“Thousands of motorists 
are sitting on an automotive 
time bomb. 

“Some vehicles we 
checked had three or even 
four defective tyres, which 
would amount to 12 penalty 
points and up to £10,000 in 
fines. It is that serious.”

Blue badge to cost 
five times as much 

CHARGES for the disabled blue badge in Wyre 
Forest will rise from £2 to £10 next year. 

Worcestershire County Council officials say the changes 
will affect current blue badge holders whose badge expires 
on or after January 1, 2012 and new applicants applying 
for a blue badge from the same date. 

Along with an increase in charges, badges will no longer 
be handed out on the day of application. Customers 
wishing to apply will need to allow up to two weeks, as 
badges are posted from a central national location to appli¬ 
cant’s homes. 

County Council chiefs say the move comes as a result of 
a Government move to modernise the blue badge scheme 
and the charge covers the additional costs to produce and 
administer the new style badge. 

The badge, valid for three years, allows residents with 
mobility issues to have easier access to shops, facilities and 
services and in some cases enjoy parking concessions.

Tickets bonanza for the 
Santa special train ride 


THE Severn Valley Railway is on track for its best Christmas 
season for more than 30 years, bosses have revealed. 

By last week the attraction had sold more than 25,000 tickets for 
its Santa special trains - 1,800 more than the same time last year. 
The first of this season’s trains ran last weekend. 

Visitor services manager David Mee said: “As hard-pressed as many fam¬ 
ilies are in these recessionary times, the traditional steam train ride on the 
Severn Valley to see Santa is not something they are willing to sacrifice. 

“We’ve sold 1,800 seats more than at this 
same stage last year. Our two Christmas 
carol trains have been full for several weeks, 
and places on the Christmas luncheon and 
evening dining trains from Kidderminster 
during December are not far from being 
exhausted.” 

The steam-hauled Santa trains run to a 
Christmas grotto at Arley every Saturday 
and Sunday in December. 

There are also midweek Santa’s Herald 
trains running to Highley, with Santa on 
board, from December 21 to 23. 

Every fare-paying child receives a present 
from Santa, and this year more than 14,000 
presents will be given out. 

The Santa special trains have grown in 
popularity since being introduced in the 
1970s. Mr Mee said it was important to 
ensure that visitors enjoy the Santa experi¬ 
ence enough to want to return. 

Experience 

“We learned from experience many years 
ago that simply packing people in - even 
though there was the demand - was not the 
way to do it,” he said. “If people have to stand 
on trains and then join slow-moving queues to 
see Santa in his Grotto, they are not likely to 
come back again in a hurry. 

“That is why each of the Santa specials is 
limited to 350 passengers, all seated, and the 
intervals between trains sufficient to ensure 
that there’s no rush or crush.” 

The railway is also running a post-Christ¬ 
mas service with five departures a day from 
both Kidderminster and Bridgnorth, serving 
The Engine House Visitor Centre at Highley 
between Boxing Day and January 2. 

A dining service and afternoon tea service 
will be available on December 28 and 31.

Car repair 
firm may 
shut eight 
centres 

A CAR repair company with 
a site in Stourport is con¬ 
sulting on closing eight 
bases nationwide in a bid to 
save £1.9million. 

It was originally thought 
that only four sites were 
involved in the move by 
Nationwide Accident Repair 
Services. 

But closing eight sites 
could mean the loss of up to 
200 jobs. The firm would not 
confirm the number but 
bosses say they will try to 
find people alternative jobs. 

The company has said 
profits have been hit by a 
drop in insurance claims 
and mild weather. 

The bodyshop chain will 
shut “non-core centres” and 
relocate work. As well as the 
Stourport centre in Bar¬ 
racks Road, bases in 
Wednesbury, Stratford- 
upon-Avon, Cheshire, 
Chartham, Lincoln, Llan¬ 
dudno and Matlock may be 
involved. 

The company, which also 
has branches in Walsall and 
Birmingham, said revenues 
would stay constant but 
second-half pre-tax profits 
would be below expecta¬ 
tions. 


Growing honour for Mary 


A TEACHING assistant at a 
school in Kidderminster is 
promoting growth. 

Mary Bendall has been 
awarded one of the first 
master composter for 
schools certificates. 

Mrs Bendall, who works 
at Franche Community 
Primary school, studied 
with organic growing 
charity Garden Organic, 
which is based at Ryton in 
Warwickshire. 

At Franche she worked 
with pupils to turn their 
fruit and kitchen waste into 
compost to use on the school 
garden. 

The children have used 
the compost heap to study 
microbes, minibeasts, recy¬ 
cling, soils and plants. 

“Composting is not only 
an excellent way of reducing 
the amount of waste we 
send to landfill, but an 
excellent cross-curricular 
teaching aid,” said Mrs 
Bendall. 

Malcolm Smith, lead 
garden education officer at 
Garden Organic, said: “It is 
fantastic that Mary has offi¬ 
cially ‘graduated’ as a 
master composter for 
schools after all the work 
she has done in her spare 
time. Being one of our best 
advocates in England, we 
wanted to recognise the 
commitment she has made 
to composting and spread¬ 
ing the word.”

Police tackle teen abuse 


POLICE are advising teenagers 
about how they can avoid becom¬ 
ing involved in abusive relation¬ 
ships. 

The West Mercia force’s Personal 
Safety Week targets young people aged 
13-18, and aims to stop them being 
victims and perpetrators of physical 
and verbal abuse. 

Local policing teams have been 
talking to youngsters in schools and 
youth groups to raise awareness of the 


issues surrounding abuse. The week of 
action ends tomorrow (December 9). 

Detective Inspector Callie Bradley 
said: “Last year there were 765 victims 
of domestic related crimes and inci¬ 
dents aged 15-18 across the force, so it 
is an issue we take very seriously. 

“What we want to achieve through 
this campaign is to help these teens 
understand that abuse in a relation¬ 
ship isn’t normal or acceptable and 
they don’t have to put up with an 
abusive partner. 


“We’re not just talking about physi¬ 
cal violence - if you’re threatened with 
violence, have no say over what you 
wear or who you see or speak to, or are 
constantly criticised, then it is still 
abuse. 

“There are a number of warning 
signs which may alert parents to abuse 
in their teenager’s relationship such as 
being withdrawn or quieter than 
usual, physical signs of injury or 
making excuses for a boyfriend or girl¬ 
friend.”

Sporty car here now with a quicker one to follow 


IT’S NEVER easy making a 
sporty car sound enticing 
when there’s an even sportier 
one on the horizon. 

And it’s not as though Ford is 
hiding news of its properly hot 
Focus. The second bullet point 
in the news release from the 
company tells the world that the 
sizzling ST arrives some time in 
2012 with 250 willing horses 
under its bonnet. 

Which is rather more than the 
current warm hatch Ford, called 
Zetec S and packing a smaller 
punch. 

Insurance 

Ford must be hoping this one’s 
inevitably lower performance will be 
more than made up for by inevitably 
lower bills for purchase, insurance 
and fuel costs. 

This now available car was spe¬ 
cially developed for Britain, where 
we like a sporty look to our motors. 
Ford thinks it might sell 6,000 a year. 

In fact, most Zetec S models are 
simply a mild cosmetic makeover of 
the existing (non-S) models, with a 
sports styling kit, bigger wheels and 
a stiffened suspension.

Oh, and alloy-look pedals, rear 
LED rear lights and a button to start 
the engine, not a boring old ignition 
key. 

You’ll pay a £1,250 premium over 
the less racy-looking Zetec for the 
changes, where it’s possible to 
compare like with like. 

Dig deeper, though and you find 
the Zetec S debuting a more power¬ 
ful (179bhp) turbocharged petrol 
engine and with a not inconsiderable 
price tag of £20,495. 

The new range starts at £18,745 
for a 1.6 petrol, and tops out with the 
£22,595 diesel with a potent 2.0 
litres. 

But it’s the petrol version tested 
here that’s likely to set an enthusi¬ 
ast’s blood moving a little faster. 

The on-paper performance 
figures (138mph, 0-62mph in 7.9 
seconds) promise a car that ought to 
feel eager and responsive, if not 
downright fast. 

Surprise, surprise, that’s precisely 
how it seems on the road. 

There’s definitely space for a 
Focus road rocket in the near future 
but until that time this version of the 


Zetec S will do pretty well. 

It will certainly answer all the 
experts who reckoned the latest 
Focus was beautifully built, quiet 
and comfortable but lacking in the 
sheer joy of driving that all the previ¬ 
ous models had in spades. 

The new car is still a comfy way to 
munch miles and has the elusive 
quality common to most Fords of 
recent times (and surprisingly rare in 
rivals) of simply being good to drive, 
however modest the engine doing 
the work. 

Over a not very demanding test 
route my car showed 37mpg on the 
trip computer. 

Optimistic 

Not bad, if miles behind the 
47mpg recorded in the official Euro 
test. 

That’s the figure that has to be 
quoted by law and that usually 
proves wildly optimistic. 

Trying a car with an existing diesel 
engine (2.0 litres, 161bhp, £21,345) 
moved the trip meter to 47mpg. 

But the car did not ride as well as 
its faster, petrol powered sibling. On 
the other hand it still felt pretty 
potent, though, and needed fewer 
gear changes. 

If you want (much) better

economy from your Focus you will 
be able to buy one late in 2012 with 
an improbably small 1.0 litre engine 
and a mere three cylinders. 

It sounds intriguing - let’s hope 


that it shows how the clever applica¬ 
tion of conventional mechanicals 
(not a booster electric motor in sight) 
still has the potential to deliver those 
cherished improvements in fuel 


savings. Don’t bet against it. 

In the meantime, this latest 
version of the Focus makes an 
already impressive car usefully 
better still.
